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ANSWER OF LOUISVILLE GAS AND ELECTRIC COMPANY 

In accordance with the Kentucky Public Service Commission's ("Cornmission") Order of 

June 6, 2006 in the above-captioned proceeding, Louisville Gas and Electric Company 

("LG&E") respectfully submits this Answer to the Complaint of Jarrles Nolten Blair ("James 

Blair") filed on May 30, 2006. As an initial matter, L,G&E states that the issue here involves the 

application of Original Sheet No. 82.1 of LG&EYs electric and gas tariffs, regarding property 

owner liability for service at his property in the absence of an active account, which tariff 

provision is the subject of nine pending ~ o m ~ l a i n t s '  at the Cornmission and which was recently

addressed at a hearing on May 30, 2006. Because the Commission's decisions in those cases 

may affect LG&E's position in this case, LG&E respectfully requests that the Commission hold 

this case in abeyance pending a final order in those proceedings. 

In compliance with the Commission's order of June 6, 2006, however, LG&E provides 

the following response to James Blair's Coniplairit in order to preserve its defenses: 

1. LG&E admits the allegatio~is contained in paragraph (a) of the Complaint, on 

ir~formation and belief. 

2. Wit11 regard to the allegations contained in paragraph (b) of the Complaint, LG&E 

states that its primary business address is 220 West Main Street; Louisville, Kentucky 40202. 

3. With regard to the allegations contained in paragraph (c) of the Complaint, L,G&E 

states as follows: 

a. As to tlie averment that "utility service had been ordered to be tunied off 

on August 30, 2005," LG&E states tliat Janies Blair requested service to be turned off on August 

30,2005. 

b. LG&E admits that there was gas and electric usage at 2414 Pyle Drive 

subsequent to August 30, 2005, but is without knowledge or informatiori sufficient to form a 

belief as to whether such usage was without the authorization of James Blair. 

c. L,G&E denies the averment that "the meters should have been locked or 

removed at 2414 Pyle Dr." 

d. As to the avennent that "when the bill was contested it was transferred to 

another address, 2323 S. 6"' St," L,G&E admits that the bill for 2414 Pyle Drive, L,ouisville, 

Company, Case No. 2005-00137; and Maria L. Wilson v. Louisville Gas and Electric 
Company, Case No. 2005-00182. 



Kentucky was transferred to another rental property owned by James Blair at 2323 S. 6th Street, 

L,ouisville, Kentucky. LG&E denies that it was transferred due to the fact that James Blair 

contested the bill. 

e. Based upon the existing tariff language, LG&E denies the averment that 

James Blair "should not be liable for the amount of $979.48." 

f. To the extent that tliere are any additional averments contained in the 

statements at tlie end of paragraph (c) of tlie Complaint, L,G&E denies these allegations. 

4. LG&E denies all allegations contained in the Coinplaint which are not expressly 

admitted in the foregoing paragraphs of this Answer. 

FIRST AFFIRMATIVE DEFENSE 

The Complaint, or parts of it, fails to set forth any claim upon which relief can be granted 

by this Commission and, therefore, sliould be dismissed. 

SECOND AFFIRMATIVE DEFENSE 

The Complainant has failed to set forth a prima facie case that L,G&E has violated its 

tariff or any statute or Cornniission regulation, and the Complaint should be dismissed for that 

reason. 



WHEREFORE, for all reasoris set forth above, Louisville Gas and Electric Con~pariy 

respectfully requests: 

(1) that the Commission hold this case in abeyance pending the issuance of the final 

order in the cases referenced in footnote number 1 ; 

(2) that, followirig the issuance of such a final order, LG&E be provided another 

opportunity to satisfy the maters complained of based upon the Commission's decision; and 

(3) that L,G&E be afforded any and all other relief to which it may be entitled.
